Tho Gasette comments on the ase as follows: 

Tho whole report of-the proocodings has now 
been before the publio, and although the universal 
opinion appears to bo that the ship waa navigated 
ina soamanlike manner end that her Joas has bean 
light having been obsoured, and to the inflnence 
ofa current which sot the vesgel outof her course, 
there sro many vho do not agroo with the state- 
ment_that the master, oficers,.andothers of tha 
crew did all in their power to savathe livas of 
the passengers... One ot the complaints is that, al- 
though the ship did not oander for an 
boar after striking the rock, and althoagh, so- 
cording to the master’s ovidenca, there woro 
seven boats in goad order, and no difficulty was 
experienced in lowering them, only threa wero 
launched to carry 62 persons. ‘Again, the state- 
ment thatthe passengers huddled ther and 
rafased to lenve the vessel, sltboug have 


these persons ia Iawering the boats, dud learn 
that they also wore left behind, we are not sur- 
prised at the romarks wo hear on all sides. 
‘Iwo of the passengors who assigted the crow 
ware said to be midshipman, snd the opinion 
ja that they most likely joined their country. 
‘men forihe.purpose of calming the fears of the 
timid and impressing upon all the necessity of 
remaining quiet and togethor ontil orders wero 
roorived to learo the ship: orders, mnfortunate- 
ly, which never came. "But even if the statement 
ik correct that the Jepanase rafased to leave tha 
vossel, which is hard to believe. espucially aa re- 
gards the three who assisted the crew, wo are 
certainly of opinion that the master ought to 
have ordored the remaining boats to be. cleared 
and to have used force to compel all on board to 
quit the doomed steamer, If thia had been done, 
and even only one Japanese woman had been 
saved who could have gone into court and given 
evidence, the captain and officars of the Norman- 
ton wrould not have beon placed in the unonviablo 
position thoy now find themselves. Wo say 
unenviable, for in spite of the verdict of 
the court, the fact remains that out of 27 
Occidentals and thirty-six Orientals who were 
on the ship, one only of the former was lost, and 


justly attributed by tho ceurt to the Ooshima, 


panese and the passengers Westerns. What 
sort of language would the newspapers havo 
employed, and what apecics of resolutions would 
havo been passed at indignant public mootings ? 
‘Would vot the Japanese crew have bean charged 
with a total want ofhomanity and with disgrace: 
fal negligence of a sailor's first duties? And if 
a Japanese Court of Inquiry bad acquitted tho 
captain of all blame, would not tho vordict have 
been. ronndly censured? Nay, would not the 
intorforonoo of diplomacy have bean invoked, 
and ia’all probability resorted ta? “Therefore,” 
saya the Nichi ‘Me i Shimbun, “ foreigners 
oughtnotto besurpriged if the Japanese are somo- 

hi ken in their expressions of pain and 
indignation. over the fate of their unfortnnate 
eountry-men and conntry-women.” 

Tho Mait commants on this as follows :—We 
are persusded that among those foreigners who 
have read the details of the loss of the Norman- 
ton there will not be found one who dors not 
regard tho affair with’ koon sorrow ond shame, 
Undoubtedly the Nichi Nichi Shimbun is 
right when it says that had the case been 
revered, had’ the passengers been Europeats or 
Americans aud the crow Japanese, the oru-l 
desortion of the former by the latter would have * 
roused a atorm of public indignation. That the 
inoidont, as it actually acourrad, has attmaoted no 
Little attention among forsignors, may be in: 
forred from the unanimons utterances of the 
foreign press. Twenty-three Japanese have 
parished under ciroumstances which constitute 
deep disgrace to British seamanship. If Eng- 

ishmen do ret yot boatir thomselven oolleativaly 
to give public expression to their indignation, 
and, if possible, to bring the offedders to justice, 
it is not because they ate disposed to condone 
‘what has .happoried, but rather , becsueo they 
nat shrink from everything oaleulated to 
fix the disgrace until the o1 ry channels of ‘re 
ress Lave boon oxhausted. People ara fain to 
draw ‘a veil over tha sad oecarrenge, knowing 
that such conduct as thut displayei by the crow, 
of the Normanton is fortanately rare among 
British sailors, But we are sure that tho matter 
will not be allowed {0 reat where it is withoutes 
very strong protest on the part of the English 
residents. 

‘The samp. paper in a subseqient issue says 
Ltappoars also that amoug the-passongors there 
was 8 man who could not only speak English. but 
who was also'a shipping agent, and ought thers.
